Indifferent Attitude 


Among Teachers 


DHS MOINES, Iowa—That un- 


der our present system o£ education 
teachers are merely time 
servers 


until "the likely young 
man 
ap- 


pears" was the statement made m 
an address before the 
educational 


conference of middle western states 
here by E. A. Fitzpatrick, secretary 
of the Wisconsin State Board of 
education. 
, 


Mr. Fitzpatrick said: 
"But you know and I know that 


school organizations arc not organ- 
ized on any such basis .nor in any 
such 
spirit. 
The 
superintendent 


;ends to become a business manager 
instead of a professional worker; 
and he tends more and more 
to 


adopt the psychology of adminis- 
tration instead of the psychology or 
supervision. So we are having what 
is perhaps the most unfortunate and 
demoralizing influence on the mo- 
rale of a school system—a cleavage 
between the chief professional work- 
er and' the other professional work' 
ers. 
I grant you that 
in many 


cases to many teachers and in many 
school systems this is not an unwel- 
come situation. 
The characteristic 


timidity of the profession, with its 
laissez faire attitude toward con- 
structve educational policy, explains 
why teachers are perfectly happy to 
be "told what to do. But in such an 
attitude such teachers have abso- 
lutely refused to accept their pro- 
fessional 
responsibilities 
to 
the 


child, to the board of education, to 
the public, or to 'the other teachers. 
They are merely time-servers until 
a likely young man appears, 
or, 


with the other sex, until an oppor- 
tunity to practice law or sell insur- 
ance is possible. 
They 
nave 
no 


sense of the consecration of the work 
they are in, 'They are aliens', as- 
Saint Paul would say, 'in the Com- 
monwealth oi Israel'. Consequent- 
ly, where groups of teachers feel 
this responsibility they have been 
•forced many times to form indepen- 
dent organizations to fight for rec- 
ognition outside of the school sys- 
tem and sometimes 
without the 


hearty approval of the city superin- 
tendent of schools or of the board 
of education. 
"That such 
teachers' organiza- 


tions may have preoccupied them- 
selves to too great a degree with 
economic questions may be forgiv- 
en them for they have had excellent 
example, both'- inside .professions 
and particularly outside. In 
any 


case they are to be commended for 
developing solidarity among . pro- 
fessional workers or a large group 
of them, and for having 
devoted 
themselves to professionaLauestions 
to a degree, at 
least. Teachers 


councils and teachers' organizations 
have frequently developed out of sit- 
utions where criticism or sugges- 
tion even, by individual teachers, did 
not have happy results so far as 
the teacher's salary or position was 
concerned, and collective action was 
sought to make possible meeting 
the duties of collective professional 
responsibility, even though . some- 
times the obpect was merely to se- 
surc increases in salary."

TO STEUBEN DURING 
UNVEILING OF STATUE 


Executive Counsel of Gov- 


ernor • ; Speaks at Pa- 


triotic Exercise in 


>-.'.; Milwaukee 


M. B. Olbrich, MsdSson attorney 


and executive counsel of the gover- 
nor, was the principal, speaker at 
the unveiling of the Steuben monu- 
men in Milwaukee. The statute is 
located at the north entrancs of 
Washington park. His address fol- 
lows : 


"It was the winter of 1778—in 


very truth the time that tried the 
souls of men. The scene was Val- 
ley Forge, henceforth 
a synonym 


for privation and despair. Prom the

248 a Month 


"Mating $46.20 earn $1,248 a 


month is the success which the day 
nuriery of tba Madison'Public Wel- 
fare auociation has achieved lor 
mothers who have to work away 
from their homes," said Mrs, Paul S. 
Warner, chairman of the day nursery 
committee. 


"Exactly 38 children were cared 


for in May and 25 families ware rep- 
resented. The mothers went out to 
work by lefcving their children in the 
day nursery. 


"Each mother %onld earn at least 


M a day if we figure on the 8-hour 
basis at 25 cents per hour. What 
thty would earn would amount to 
$1,246 in May alone. " 


"The children are given good care 


in the nursery. Three substantial 
meals are served, and ctesn beds are 
provided for an afternoon nap. Each 
child has also a separate tooth brush 
and clean unoform to wear during 
the day. 
"The mother pays for each :hild 


only an amount of 10 cents. In May 
all the mothers paid in amounted to 
only $46.20 as compared with $1,248 
they earned. 


"The number of children left in 


the nursery is increasing. In March 
we had 26 children, in April 31, and 


in May 86. For the wmt period the 
families represented were respect- 
ively 19, 33, and 26. 


"The day nursery multiplier mor« 


than 200 fold every dollar given by 
the public to the association. What- 
ever the mothers earn means that 
much saving to the public. ,v 


«H mothers-were compelled to 


stay home to look after their' chil- 
dren, they would become- dependent 
upon public charity and their-chil- 
dren would be ill-fed. Such a situ- 
ation would pauperize the families

substitute, one to two tablespoons 
hot milk, salt nnd pepper to season.

"More Business In Government"

rp HE slogan of the Hardlnjr administration, "more business in 
1 
government, less government in business," has been taken 


seriously by the big interests of the country. Almost every 
train into Washington brings some business lobbyist who is 
hew to plead on behalf of some special interest that wants to be 
freed from Irksome restraint by the repeal of this or that piece 
of leglslaBon inimical to it, or that desires to be in on the grab- 
bing when "more business" is introduced into government. 


Behind these publicity and lobby organizations stand vast 


aggregations of capital. At the head stands the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, which is now erecting a three million 
dollar building in Washington and spending yit is charged by 
Senator La Follette, "$500,000 a year to organize and mass for 
or njralnst selected measures, the combined influence of local 
Chamber* of Commerce, Boards of Trade and banking associa- 
tions."

less funds for putting over their particular point of view and 
which maintain offices in Washington are the following:

Besides filling the newspaper men up with their propaganda, 


these organizations assiduously cultivate the members of con- 
gress. Many a policy vital to the people of the United States 
has been settled over the dinner table in an expensive hotel, 
In which professional lobbyists were the hosts and elected repre- 
sentatives of the people the guests. When the time for hear- 
ings on bills comes these interests enjoy the tremendous ad- 
vantage of having a staff at their disposal that can amass al- 
leged facts and figures to prove their point, which members of 
Congress are in no position to check up. 


A recent case in point was the undisguised activity of 


Archibald E. Stevenson, of Lusk committee fame, in connection 
with the efforts of a group of New York clothing manufacturers 
to have the Amalgamated Clothing Workers of America inves- 
tigated. Throughout the hearing of President Sidney HUlman, 
of that organization, Stevenson stood behind Senator Sterling, 
promoter of the anti-sedition bills now pending in Congress, and 


' handed him data concerning which to quiz Hillman, ad whis- 
pered to him questions to put to the labor leader. 


The Harding administration has been in office for less than 


lour months, but already it is plain that its entire economic plan 
win be of a nature that will favor the business interests of the 
country. During this week speculative and "inspired" stories 
are going out from most of the news agencies outlining what 
this economic program will probably be. There is practical un- 
animltiy of opinion that it win include the following features: 


The international banking group win be saved by the re- 


funding of the 110,000,000 debt owned by the European coun- 
tries. 


The national industrial bankers will be placated by re- 


stricting extensions of credit to Europe, where an unfavorable 
reaction would result for American industry. 


The railroads will take a new lease of life by coming in pos- 


session of the millions of dollars that the government will agree 
to acknowledge itself debtor for. 


An attempt will be made to win the fanners from some 


fiort of scheme for mobilizing credit for the farming industry 
through the instrumentality of private banks. 


There is one point in its economic program on which the 


Harding administration is still floundering—the vexing problem 
of taxation. We shall point out in a subsequent correspondence 
just what the legislative situation with reference to taxation 
now is.
